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REPORT OF THE ACTON SCHOOL 
DEPARTMENT 


Our educational program has been going on success- 
fully during the past year. We are giving special at- 
tention to the most important fundamentals, as that 1s 
about as far as we can go in the ordinary rural school; 
and the results in most cases compare favorably with 
those attained in other towns. | 


We have a good group of teachers, notwithstanding 
the small pay which they receive. All new teachers are 
normal graduates, who are well qualified for the posi- 
tions that they hold. 


The general health of the children has been good, 
although some special cases have needed attention. Last 
year an appropriation for dental service was made. Sev- 
eral of the pupils have had attention. | We believe there 
is no way that so-much good can be done for a small 
amount and recommend another appropriation this year. 

Our flag equipment. is near the vanishing point. 
Money for flags has to be raised by special appropria- 
tion. Twenty-five dollars will probably be sufficient.
